The favorite way to accomplish this is 
to have a barrel sank in the ground at 
the lowest corner of the room. As this 
fins with water it can be dipped out 
Sometimes a pump is put in to accom- 
plish this the more readily. 


For $25 yon can have a good storm- 


house made, 8 feet long, 6 feet wide and 
6 feet deep, neatly finished with plank 
floor and walls, properly roof ed and cov- 
ered. This will answer every purpose— 
until the first time it rains. The next 
morning after this happens you will 
probably find about sis inches of water 
on the floor However, ior 25 cents you 
can hire an ablebodied man to dip it 
out for you, and by repeating this proc- 
ess about twice a week.during tho wet 
season you can enjoy all the advantages 
of having a stormhouso and still not 
be afraid of your children being drown- 
ed in it if they should happen to fall in.
